Work 
on the Journal was followed by 
more than a year, during 
1875- 
1876, on the St. Joseph 
Gazette. 
In St. Joseph, Field was noted as 


poet’s life in Missouri, about which 
even his biographers have 
been 
largely ignorant. Son of a lawyer 
who had fought on the 
side 
of 
Dred Scott in one of the greatest 
slavery cases in American 
His­ 
tory, Eugene Field was born at St. 
Louis on September 2 or 3, 1850, 
eighty-four years ago this week. 
The house at 634 South Broad­ 
way, saved from destruction this 
year, has been pointed out as the 
poet’s birthplace, but it is gener­ 
ally recognized now that the act­ 
ual birthplace was a house form­ 
erly standing at 28 Collins street. 
The South Broadway house, how­ 
ever, was where 
Eugene 
Field 
spent much ox his childhood 
in 
St. Louis. 
After the death of their mother 
in 1856, Eugene and his brother 
Roswell lived with relatives 
in 
New England. 
For a while Eu­ 
gene attended a private school at 
Monson, Mass., and later attend­ 
ed Williams College. 
The 
death 
of his father in 1869, however, 
brought him back to Missouri, and 
after a year at Knox College at 
Galesburg, 111., the future 
poet 


student at the University. He was 
matriculated, and 
spent 
a full 
year there, but no one has accus­ 
ed him of excessive study, and it 
appears that he devoted the major 
part of his time to playing pranks 
on President Read. 
However, it 
was at the University of Missouri 
that Eugene Field began his jour­ 
nalistic career.

Mint vinegar, 
sometimes called for, is made 
by 
pouring hot vinegar over crushed 
I spearmint leaves and allowing to 
cool before pouring off for use. 
! Bleached or soft 
pickles 
result 
from too strong a vinegar. 
Too 
much salt, sugar or vinegar makes 
pickles tough and shriveled. 
To 
assure a correct amount of vine­ 
gar, weight the material to 
be 
! pickled, use one-third its weight 
in vinegar, and weight the pickles 
so they are entirely covered with 
the vinegar and spices. 
Pickled Cauliflower 
Steam heads of cauliflower as 
usual, making sure that they are 
steamed until just tender. 
Break 
cauliflower into 
small 
flowerets 
and put in glass jar. 
Fill the jars 
with the following pickle:

ft pound of dry mustard with

tablespoon tumeric, dilute

Pour brine solution over vege­ 
tables which have been cleaned, 
breaking cauliflower small

Let 
stand 24 hours. 
Heat enough to 
scald, turn into 
a colander

drain. Mix flour, tumeric, and mus­ 
tard with enough vinegar to make 
a smooth paste. 
Add sugar and 
enough vinegar to make 2 quarts. 
Boil this mixture 
until 
smooth, 
stirring all the time. Add vegeta­ 
bles and cook until heated 
thru. 
Pack and seal in glass jars. 
Sweet Pickled Pears, Peaches and 
Melon Rinds 
7 lbs. fruit 
5 lbs. sugar 
1 pint vinegar 
1 cup water 
3 sticks cinnamon 
1-3 cup whole cloves 
Remove the skins and blossom 
ends of pears, retaining the stems. 
Scald peaches, to remove the skins, 
or pare them. 
Watermelon 
rind 
should not be too thin; cut away 
all pink pulp and the thin green 
rind ont the outside.

Another error is that all insane 
! are very dangerous. 
If properly 
i managed, few are so. 
This 
no- | 
ition has led 
to 
much 
needless 
cruelty 
by ignorant 
people 
in 
conveying patients to the hospital. 
Good hospitals now send a trained 
attendant to bring in the patient. 
If a female, always a woman at­ 
tendant. 
Some progressive 
States 
now 
permit what is called “voluntary 
commitment”. 
A person may go 
for mental treatm ent just as 
he 
does to a general hospital with a 
broken leg or a fever. 
The pro­ 
cess of sending sick people to 
a 
hospital only after a court trial, 
as though he were a criminal in a 
relic of barbarism. 
We often hear dire forebodings 
about the increase 
of 
insanity; 
and indeed, it is a serious matter, j 
However, a large part of the in­ 
crease is only apparent, not real. 
Hospital care has improved 
so 
much that the patients who do not 
recover, live much longer and so 
accounted oftener. Then 
people 
have more confidence in the hos­ 
pitals and are more 
willing 
to 
send a patient. 
Also medical sci­ 
ence has advanced and more cas­ 
es are recognized. Folks we used 
to call “crazy” are now often seen 
to be 
insane. 
And, 
when 
the 
census is taken, it is those in the 
hospitals 
who are sure 
to 
be 
i counted. 
Another cause of apparent in­ 
crease is the movement of popu­ 


lation from the country to large 
cities. 
An old insane member is 
a far greater burden on a family, 
in a crowded city tenement, than 
in a little country place. 
Much actual Increase comes of 
the more rapid pace 
of life we 
are leading. 
Speed makes 
life 
more exciting and interesting, but 
it may have dire e:ects on minds 
which a placid existence 
might 
have left undisturbed. There are 
other causes which 
I have 
not 
space to mention. 
None of us is entirely out 
of 
danger of mental trouble. 
We 
should know the rules for health 
of mind as of body. To be insane 
is to be unhealthy. 
How do you 
keep your bodies in health? Good 
food, enough sleep, exercise with­ 
out over-strain, avoidance of ex­ 
cesses, these are the pillars 
of 
bodily health. 
Those for the mind 
are much 
like them—good food, books, ser­ 
mons, lectures, concerts, exercise, 
reading, 
sensible 
conversation. 
Shakespeare’s dictum, ‘great wit to 
madness nearly is allied”, is not 


true. 
Dull with is much nearer. 
There is no more frequent cause 
of insanity than dull, monotonous, 
cheerless overwork. 
Don’t worry 
about what can’t be helped. For­ 
get past follies and blunders and 
sins, or only remember them 
as 
“stepping stones to higher things”. 
Think little about yourself and 
much about others. 
Take inter­ 
est in things and people especial­ 
ly young ones, 
void self-pity as 
you would the plague. 
The 
in­ 
sane are usually utterly self-cen­ 
tered, 
Be content with things as 
they are today, but resolute to have 
them better tomorrow. Avoid all 
kinds of excess and never forget 
that tomorrow is another day. 
Does all this sound like a coun­ 
sel of perfection? 
Yes, 
indeed. 
But there is nothing we hold great­ 
ly desirable to which we cannot 
make some approach if we try.

own land, falling and losing their 
cities in places which most encour­ 
aged weak and 
strong unionists 
alike, 
advanced 
infrequently 
northw ard only to be disastrous­ 
ly turned back. 
And since their 
com patriots were agriculturalists 
and w’ere dependent upon Europe 
for foodstuffs in exchange for raw 
m aterials such 
as 
cotton, 
their 
condition became even m ore pre­ 
carious when the f deral blockade 
southern ports held fast.

developed that involves no extra 
expense, requires only one extra 
breaking of the ground 
once 
a 
year for three years, perm its

production of a norm al crop every 
year and gives excellent results if 
properly carried out.

things are 
absolutely 
essential: 
(1) a clear understanding of the 
method and (2) persistence. 
1. 
Start the work In the 
fall. 
Disc the land, and plow deeply 
about November 1st to the 15th of

the garlic plants instead of bury­ 
ing them. Cultivation will destroy

from 
latc-sproutin-? 
hard bulbs. 
O rdinarily few gar­ 
lic shoots appear during the heat 
of the sum m er.

Plow deeply about Novem­ 
ber 15th, as formerly. Follow w ith 
spring plowing and plant a culti­ 
vated crop (corn, cotton, potatoes, 
soybeans and cowpeas in 
row s).

The escape of Eugene 
Field’* 
boyhood home In St. Louis from 
destruction early this year brings ' 
to mind the story of the famous 
poet’s life in Missouri, about which 
even his biographers have 
been 
largely ignorant. Son of a law yer 
who had fought on the 
side 
of 
Dred Scott in one of the greatest 
slavery cases in American 
His­ 
tory, Eugene Field was born at St. 
Louis on Septem ber 2 or 3, 1850, 
eighty-four years ago this week. 
The house at 634 South Broad­ 
way, saved from destruction this 
year, has been pointed out as the 
poet’s birthplace, but it is gener­ 
ally recognized now that the act­ 
ual birthplace was a house form ­ 
erly standing at 28 Collins street. 
The South Broadway house, how ­ 
ever, was w here 
Eugene 
Field 
spent much of his childhood 
in 
St. Louis. 
A fter the death of their m other 
In 1856, Eugene and his brother 
Roswell lived w ith relatives 
in 
New England. 
For a while Eu­ 
gene attended a private school at 
Monson, Mass., and later attend­ 
ed Williams College. 
The 
death 
of his father in 1869, however, 
brought him back to Missouri, and 
after a year at Knox College at 
G alesburg, 111., the future 
poet 


joined his brother at the U niver­ 
sity of Missouri in 1870. 
Classm ates and Columbia resi­ 
dents seldom went so far as 
to 
say that Bugcne Meld was ever a 
student at the University. He was 
m atriculated, and 
spent 
a full 
year there, but no one has accus­ 
ed him of excessive study, and 
it 
appears that he devoted the m ajor 
part of his tim e to playing pranks 
on President Read. 
However, it 
was at the University of Missouri 
that Eugene Field began his jour­ 
nalistic career. 
He contributed to 
the college paper on which he was 
literary editor, and wrote poems. 
He also contributed one song, en­ 
titled “Amo”, to a collection 
of 
college songs 
printed 
in 
1874. 
Neither of the Feld boys returned 
to the U niversity after the school 
year 1870-1871. 
On a trip abroad in 1872 Eugene 
Field spent the m ajor part of his 
inheritance, and returned to Mis­ 
souri w here 
for 
the 
next 
few 
years he was actively and som e­ 
times uproarously, connected with 
the Missouri press. 
Before 
his 
career was well under way, how­ 
ever, he was m arried on October 
16, 1873, to sixteen-year-old Julia 
Sutherland Comstock of St. Jo­ 
seph. 
So far as is known, 
the 
first 


new spaper on which Eugene Field 
¡worked was the St. Louis Jurnal, 
I w here he was deficient in repor- 
torial energy, but had a facility for 
editorial notes and poetry. Work 
on the Journal was followed by ¡ 
more than a year, during 
1875- 
1876, on the St. Joseph 
Gazette. 
In St. Joseph, Field was noted as 
singer in 
local 
talent 
light 
operas. 
One of his later poems is 
about “Lover’s Lane, St. Jo ” and 
two streets of the city have since 
been named for him. 
He return­ 
ed to the St. Louis Journal early 
in 1876. continued with the paper 
after it was consolidated with the 
Times in 1878 as the T im es-Jour- 
nal, and resigned toward the end 
of the 1870*s when the paper was 
acquired by Cundiff. His next and 
last job in Missouri, apparently, 
was on the K ansas 
City 
Times, 
w here he worked with his brother, 
and lived in a brick apartm ent at 
406-408 Aldine Place. 
One of the features of Eugene 
Field’s years in Missouri was his 
unvarying interest in the Missou­ 
ri Press Association. 
W hether or 
not it was prophetic foresight, the 
fact nevertheless rem ains that the 
Missouri Press Association in 1873 
elected Field as its official 
poet 
for the ensuing year, a position to 
which he was 
again 
elected 
in 
1876. 
Scarcely a year passed dur­ 
ing his stay in Missouri, that Field 
dd not attend the annual m eet­ 
ing of the Association and read 
an original poem to provide 
the 
editors with some “capital enter- 


tainm ent”. 
One of these 
poems 
was given in 1877 at Frederick- 
town and called “Tom Park 
at 
Fredericktow n”. This was a hum ­ 
orous 
composition 
concerning 
Thomas W o o d s o n Park, then pres­ 
ident of the Association, editor of 
the Platte City 
Landm ark, 
and 
father of the present governor of 
Missouri, Guy B. Park, Also d u r­ 
ing these years, Field was a mov­ 
ing spirit and a leader 
in 
the 
Press Glee Club and later in the 
Owl’s Club, composed of Missouri 
editors who sang for the am use­ 
m ent of the press conventions. 
Twice Field held the position of 
corresponding secretary 
of 
the 
press association, being elected in 
1878 
and 
1881. 
By 
that 
time, 
however, his M issouri career was 
drawing 
to 
a close. 
The 
last 
m eeting of the association that he 
attended was at Jefferson City in 
1881, where on May 11 he spoke 
on the same program w ith Champ 
Clark. 
L ater in 1881 Field 
was 
called to 
the 
Denver 
Tribune, 
w here his bits of hum or under the 
title 
of 
The 
Tribune 
Prim er 
brought him national 
fame. 
In 
1883 he joined the staff 
of 
the 
Chciago 
M orning 
News 
(later 
Record) and added to his 
fame 
by publishing his colum n called 
“Sharps and Flats”. Eugene Field 
w'as not a poet of depth and pow­ 
er, but he touched 
the 
popular 
taste in hum orous and 
pathetic 
works. 
He died in 
Chicago 
on 
November 4, 1895.
